MOTION by Trustee Mezydlo, and seconded by Trustee Daluisio, to approve Renee 
LeBlanc to Active Fire EMS status, and Adam Kremer to Active Restricted Firefighter as 
voted on my membership. Carried.  
 
MOTION by Trustee Warmus, seconded by Trustee Retzlaff, to approve Change Order 
#1 to the Contract with O’Connell Electric Inc. for the Water System Improvements 
project for the sum of $ 45,555.28, revised Contract Amount $ 244,355.28. Change Order 
includes changes #1-9.  Carried. 
 
MOTION by Trustee Mezydlo, and seconded by Trustee Daluisio, to appoint Ladine 
Nice and Carol Len, as election inspectors for the election on Tuesday, March 18, 2014.  
Carried. 
 
MOTION by Trustee Warmus, and seconded by Trustee Retzlaff, to approve the floating 
holiday to be used for November 29, 2013 for all village offices, at the discretion of the 
department heads.  Carried. 
 
MOTION by Trustee Mezydlo, and seconded by Trustee Warmus, to allow the Alden 
Chamber of Commerce permission to use the Firemen’s Memorial Bandstand Park on 
Dec. 6&7 for their Annual Christmas in the Park.  Request includes DPW installing 10 
trees before Dec. 6, assistance with furnishing power to the Christmas trees and control 
the lighting of the trees on Sat. at 5 pm, removal of the trees after Jan. 2, 2014, closing of 
Church St. on Sat. Dec.7, and installation of the snowflake decorations on the light poles 
prior to the event.  Carried. 
 
MOTION by Trustee Retzlaff, and seconded by Trustee Warmus, to approve site plan for 
Alden Medical Group, 12845 Broadway as per approved plans and specifications, with 
the following conditions: 
1) The area in front or attached to the proposed overhead door must have signage for 
 "No Parking" permanently affixed. 
 
2) A one-year observation period will be required from the date of the final 
 Certificate of Occupancy for storm water facilities to ensure there is no adverse 
 impact on the outflow that currently discharges on the neighboring (west) 
 property ditch. 
 
3) Appropriate permits & approvals for the backflow prevention device must be 
 secured. 
 
4) All necessary permits relating to the installation of the new water service must be 
 obtained from appropriate jurisdictions (NYS DOT, Village of Alden).  Carried. 
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COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT RESOLUTION 
 
 At a meeting of the Village Board held on October 24, 2013, the board authorized 
Mayor Manicki to sign, submit and execute the contract with Erie County Community 
Development Block Grant (ECCDBG) program for the following project upon approval 
of ECCDBG. 

1. Elm Street  sewer line 
2. Kellogg Street reconstruction
